In a clear effort to tie Hartke

I believe he represents some 
people in Madison, Wis. and 
some people at Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York — but 
don't think he represents the 
people of Indiana.

The Indianapolis speech was

MADISON - Third year law 


students should be allowed to 
practice law in state courtrooms 
under the supervision of li- 
censed attorneys, the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court has been told. 


Student lawyers, in their final 


year of professional schooling, 
would gain beneficial experience 
and additional education by 
being allowed to handle cases of 
indigents under the close super- 
vision of trained attorneys, the 
State Bar Association has told 
the high court. 


Joining in the appeal for a 


change in state bar rules were 


officials of the University oi 
Wisconsin and Marquette Uni- 
versity Law Schools. 


The plan presented to the 


court had been worked out in 
conjunction with the two schools 
and the bar association. 


Under the terms of the plan, 


taken under advisement by the 
high court, the student-lawyers 
could appear alone in court only 
on small claims actions. 


Even that qualification drew 


some opposition from- Chief 
Justice E. Harold Hallows. A 
student lawyer should not be 
allowed to go into a small 
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claims court action alone with 
out first having been supervised 
in two or three similar case 
presentations by a licensed at- 
torney, said Hallows. 


"To send him in alone the 


first couple of times seems to 
be cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment," said Hallows from the 
bench. 


Dean Robert Boden of the 


Marquette Law School pointec 
out that similar programs pro- 
viding case experience are in 
operation in legal aid work with 
indigents, j u v e n i l e law pro- 
grams, and in a legal internship 
in prosecution through district 
attorneys offices. 


Boden said that at present 


only the legal aid program 
provides academic credit, bui 
that is is hoped that as experi- 
ence is gained by law school 
administrators with the other 
programs, course credit can be 
given for the other programs as 
well. 


Dean Spencer Kimball of the 


UW Law School said that if 
experience proves that the pro- 
gram is working, it is hoped 
;hat the student-lawyer program 
could be used to replace the 
required six months on in-office 
legal training now demanded of 
law students. 


Work with Attorneys 


The practicing program would 


allow final year law students to 
work with attorneys certified 
for participation in the program 
by the State Bar if the students 
are certified by their law 
schools. 


The attorneys would be mem- 


bers of the bar, have no more 
than five students working un- 
der them, and would bear full 
responsibility for all work done 
by the students. 


The attorney would have to

posed by the staff of the 
division of corrections is to 
provide wholesome education- 
al and training experiences 
for youths sentenced to cor- 
rectional institutions by plac- 
ing them in daily contact with 
members of the opposite sex. 


Conduct Improved 


"I think my conduct is 


improved by the presence of 
ladies, and I think young 


people are no different," said 
Sanger Powers, administrator 
of the division. 


Powers said that 20 other 


states operate about 30-co- 
educational correctional insti- 
tutions across the country. 


Approval of the Legislature 


is needed for the start of the 
program, said Powers, be- 
cause the law authorizing the 
creation of the Lincoln County 
facility designates it as a 
"boy's school." The proposed 
law would call it an institution 
for "delinquents." 


The state board was told 


that operation on one-sex in- 
stitutions causes specific prob- 
lems in correctional work. 


Certain traits — such as the 


desire of young men to prove 
their masculinity—are accent- 
ed by a single sex institution, 
he said. 
Homosexuality would be re- 
duced by daily contact with 
members of the opposite sex 
in school and social activities, 
the board was told. 


Group pressures for nega- 


tive social behavior are also 
increased in single-sex institu- 


tions, the board was informed. 


Emoiional Problems 


Girls are more likely to 


have emotional problems that 
lead to hysteria! outbursts and 
running away from institu- 
tions when they are isolated 
in girl's schools, it was added. 


Problems do exist in the 


operation of such co-educa- 
tional facilities, the board was 
assured. Powers said that the 
Lincoln County pilot project 
will be evacuated before the 
program is considered for 
expansion to the Oregon Girls 
School near Madison.

successful, said Powers, the 
decision on whether to expand 
to include the Oregon facility 
will be based solely on the 
Lincoln County experiment, he.

will be started next year. 


Involved will be youths be- 


tween the ages of 12 and 16, 
with the majority being 14, 15 
or 16 years of age,, according 


to Powers.

Living quarters 


will be separate, although 
training, educational, recrea- 
tion and service facilities will 
be shared at the new school.

Women's Lib in Europe 


As Much Political As Feminist 


By JULIE FLINT 
LONDON (AP) - Much of 


the women's liberation move- 
ment in Europe is in a lower 
key than its U.S. counterpart. 
Some Europeans, in fact, see 
their American sisters as too 
aggressive. 


"They can't cope with sexu- 


ality or present anything but 
the reverse om domination," 
says Sheila Rowbotham, a 
Marxist lecturer. "Not much 
to make a social revolution 
for ... The so-called women's 
question is a whole people's 
question. The creation of a 
new woman demands the cre- 
ation of a new man." 


Europe's liberation move- 


ment sometimes 
looks as 


much political as feminist. 
The New Statesman, a leftist 
London weekly, commented 
that women's liberation "is no 
longer a stylish Pink; it is 
very red." 


In general, the European 


movement stresses women's 
worth and specific reforms to 
the benefit of both sexes. 


Feminists in Britain, Den- 


mark and the Netherlands are 
Europe's current leaders, ev- 
en if then* numbers are small, 
^e outcry carries the same 
ring as in the United States: 
women are second-class citi- 
zens who suffer gross and 
systematic lack of opportunity 
in education, vocational train- 
ing and jobs. 


European Demands 


Their d e m a n d s include 


equal pay for equal work, 
abortion reform, more 
nursery schools and day care 
centers, chances to invade 
economic strongholds manned 
until now by males. 


The British movement be- 


gan to crystallize last March, 
when a conference in Oxford 
drew 500 delegates.

Cakes a Favorite Jewish New Year Gift 


Among all the poorly-fed in 


today's s o c i e t y , the tiny 
clothes moths, with a wing 
spread of only half an inch, 
dop't eat at all. 


All they're interested in is 


sex — they have no food 
hunger at all. 


Having emerged from their 


cocoons, the clothes moth 
imagoes promptly start per- 
petuating the 
life cycle of 
tl$r kind. The female begins 
laying eggs for as long as 24 
days, depositing some 200 to 
300 eggs in dark places, 
preferably deep in the nap of 
wood or at the base of the 
hairs of fur. Having com- 
pleted her mission, she dies. 


The male may zoom around 


another week or so, when he, 
too, dies. Chances are any 
clothes moth on the wing is a 
male, as a female heavy with 
eggs simply runs when dis- 
turbed. 


In eight or 10 days in a 


warm room, the eggs hatch; 
in a cool place, they require 
three to four weeks. Then 
comes the real culprit of the 
family, the translucent white 
caterpillars just a millimeter 
long. 


These voracious youngsters 


immediately begin feeding on 
the animal fibers in which 
they hatched. Ordinarily, it 
takes from six to eight weeks 
for them to hit their stride; in 
cold and adverse conditions, 
they'll work away at the 
vulnerable woolens and furs 
for as long as four years. 


As soon as the larva is 


mature, it spins a cocoon. It 
then spends four weeks pupat- 


ing, 
f o l l o w i n g which it 


emerges as an imago. 


Estimates have been made 


that the clothes moth larvae 
of the world eat about a 
thousand tons of wool every 
year. In the U. S. A. alone, 
it's said they do 200 million 
dollars of damage every year. 
Practically 
all homes are 


infested with them to some 
degree. 


One way to reduce moth 


infestation and damage is to 
provide a cedar closet or 
other lined container for wool- 
ens and furs, according to a 
spokesman for the Aromatic 
Red Cedar Closet Lining Man- 
ufacturers Association. 


The pleasant aroma of the 


aromatic red cedar has been 
known for centuries as a 
successful m o t h repellent. 
Yet, 
the fragrance of the 


wood is pleasant to humans. 
This dual-personality wood, as 
a result, has become popular 
as a closet liner in thousands 
of homes. 


A re searcher, pondering 


what moth larvae fed on 
before clothes were invented, 
figured they were scavengers 
that dined off carrion. He 
theorizes they g r a d u a l l y 
adapted themselves to furs, 
feathers, wood cloth and other 
animal products. 


Some experts hold that the 


three-stage clothes moth fam- 
ily, due to the strange (and 
costly) diet, have a nutritional 
problem because they don't 
get vitamins. They observe 
that may be the reason the 
larvae go after food stains in 
clothing as a No. 1 target.

Although the objectives of a 


day care center include the 
emotional and intelligence de- 
velopment of children as we!! 
as their physical well being, 
Mrs. Jagodinski stressed the 
importance of working closely 
with parents and of keeping 
them informed about their 
children's progress. 


Child's Career 


It's important for parents to 


stay interested in what a child 
is doing throughout his school 
career, Mrs. Neumueller said, 
and a cooperative nursery, 
because of its structure, helps 
to establish the basic habit of 
showing interest. Parents not 
only administer the coopera- 
tive but also are expected to 
assist in the classroom and to 
do outside work. 


"We strive," she said, "to 


help children to be independ- 
ent and self-reliant, to learn 
to share, to follow directions 
and to respect others. 


"We want them to learn to 


be happy and to enjoy them- 
selves as persons. We want 
them to be creative and to 
build friendships with other 
children and with adults." 


For the mother new to a 


community or the mother who 
has been too busy at home to 
delve into outside activities, 
the cooperative provides her 
with a place to make new 
friendships, Mrs. Neumueller 
said. 


Although Head Start pro- 


grams around the country 
vary from area to area, 
classes under the program at 


OSU are designed to provide 
for the physical, mental, so- 
cial and emotional needs of 
four-year-olds from disadvan- 
taged home. 


Project at OSU 


Miss Kohl considers the 


philosophy of the OSU pro- 
gram rather "middle of the 
read." Taught by teachers 
with degrees in early child- 
hood who have had teaching 
experiences in this area, the 
program aims to give children 
opportunities to interact with 
adults and with each other 
(many never have had this 
type of social interaction with 
their peers). 


The program provides them 


with needed 
immunizations 


and dental care, with psycho- 
logical testing and even with 
snacks to bolster restricted 
diets, she said. 


Because of their limited 


backgrounds many of these 
children h a v e poor 
self- 


images, a major concern of 
the Head Start program. Of- 
ten they have language prob- 
lems. Many don't trust adults 
and require time to build a 
rapport with them. 


Handicapped Children 


Another kind of agency was 


represented by Mr. Rehbein. 
Concerned with handicapped 
children with unique sets of 
problems, U n i t e d Celebral 
Palsy also aims to help chil- 
dren to be recognized and 
accepted. Through the agency 
comes opportunities for par- 
ents to get together to explore 
and to discuss their problems. 


The agency also strives to 


give the handicapped child the 
opportunity for daily living 
experiences that are often 
denied to him because he is 
handicapped. The total pro- 
gram is geared to the individ- 
ual child and his potentials. 


Stating that communication 


is the key to the success of all 
programs, Mr. M o e n n i n g 
urged nursery school teachers 
and day care center operators 
to use every means of com- 
munication from 
individual 


encounters to the mass media 


to get information before the 
public. He pointed too to the 
need for communication be- 
tween kindergarten teachers 
and those who have cared for 
children before they reach the 
public schools. 


Individual Goals 


"Fortunately 
schools are 


getting 
away 
from 
group 


goals and getting to individual 
needs to define goals," he 
said. 


"Today, because many chil- 


dren are having preschool 
e x p e r i e n c es, the public 
schools are being forced to 
look at what they are doing," 
he pointed out as he asked 
those in attendance to take 
the initiative and open the 
communication door to under- 
standing between themselves 
and the kindergarten teach- 
ers.

velvet made of cotton that 
was tough, durable, and eco- 
nomical.

Laundering Fabric 


Regardless of the end use of 


corduroy 
and its predomi- 


nance this fall in home clothes 
fashions, the basic methods 
are generally the same as 
those of cotton fabrics. Most 
corduroys are machine wash- 


able and dryable. For best 
results, first turn all items, 
inside out to avoid any lint 
from clinging to the pile. 
Check lint screens on both 
washer and dryer to be sure 
they are clean. 


Test garments for colorfast- 


ness. Deep colors, particularly 
red, may have a tendency to 
bleed. Such items should be 
washed separately or with 
others of the same color. 


Fabric softener added to the 


final rinse helps to fluff up 
corduroy pile. Dryer drying 
will also restore fluffiness 
quickly and avoid any need 
for pressing. For best results. 
dry in separate loads and 
remove garments from dryer 
while there is still some hint 
of d a m p n e s s . Straighten 
seams, collars, and hems with 
fingers; hang to dry complete- 
ly. 


Widest Wale 


The distinguishing mark of 


most corduory is the thickness 
or spacing of the rib struc- 
ture. The vertical >ribs are 
called wales. There may be as 


many as 20 ribs per inch to 
produce a very fine, light- 
weight corduroy that is used 
e x tensively in sportswear, 
rainwear, and home decora- 
tions such as 
bedspreads, 


pillows, and curtains. The 
widest wale, from 2-3 ribs to 
the inch, lends itself to a 
heavyweight corduroy for out- 
erwear. 


And there are wide and 


narrow ribs combined to cre- 
ate a varied pile texture; 
herring-bone and plaid pat- 
terns; print designs for both 
apparel and home use: even a 
srede-like fabric without the 
characteristic rib structure: 
add the latest -advance — 
permanent press corduroy.

Color Question in U.S. Called Illogical 


BY ANN LANDERS 


DEAR ANN LANDERS: It 


must be great to be either 
black or while. At least you 
know what you are. I am stn 
Oriental. The average Negro 
or Caucasian has no idea of 
the problems and anxieties 
suffered by people of the so- 
called yellow race. 


Most blacks think of the 


Oriental as white. But white 
people do not consider us 
their equal. While we have 
never been pushed to the back 
of the bus, like another minor- 
ity race, we have been dis- 
criminated against in' other 
ways. The whole color thing in 
the United States is complete- 
ly illogical since some Indians 
have darker skin than many 
Negroes, but so long as they 
wear native costumes or have 
aquiline features they can get 
in anyplace. 


I am an Oriental boy who 


moved to a new slate and I 
would like to date a Caucasian 
girl.

organizations, addicts can be 
cured without getting a police 
record or publicity. They also 
have a 24-hour crisis phone 
service.

Bees Considered 
Blessing, Peril, 
Official Claims 


DECATUR, 111 (AP) - Bees 


are both a blessing and a dan- 
ger to man, says Carl E Killon, 
who has been superintendent of 
the division of apiary inspection 
for 33 years in Illinois. 


"Life on this planet would be 


almost impossible without the 
honey bee," he said. However, 
he warned, "More Americans 
are killed by members of the 
bee family than by snakes and 
spiders combined." 


Killion estimated that the hon- 


ey bee added at least $50 milliw 
to agriculture in Illinois 1901 
He said they pollinate more 
than 50 kinds of food and farm 
crops 


But for all the good he does, 


the bee is a member of the in- 
sect group hymenoptera (bees, 
wasps, hornets, 
ants) which 


caused 50 per cent of 460 deaths 
from bites and stings observed 
in a 10-year study. An allergic 
reaction to insect venom can 
vary from minor itching to 
death 
Symptoms may range 


from dizziness to headaches, ab- 
dominal cramps and extreme 
nausea, Killion said.

Peterson, attorney, appeared 
for 61 petitioners supporting the 
raising of the level of the lake 
nine inches — to support 
swimmers, boaters and water 
skiers. 


Pleading the case of Mrs. 


Helen C. Johnson and six other 
properly owners who appeared, 
asking that the DNR maintain 
the present level of the lake, 
was Attorney Edward Hart. 
Thii level, supposedly, supports 
Ibe •'natural function" of tie 


lake as a good dock water. 


Decision Promised 


Larry Larson, engineer for 


DNR, told The Post-Crescent 
that the transcript of the bear- 
ing was out, that he was 
completing his assessment of 
the testimony, and that the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources wfll make a decision 
"within the next two to three 
weeks." 


The Waupaca County Clerk 


and the Clerk of the Town of 
Royalton win receive the initial 
notification on whether the lake 
is to be maintained at 96.2 feet 
on the gauge, the level set by 
DNR in the summer of 1961; or 
raised to 97 feet, which the 61 
petitioners have requested. 


Waupaca Comity has the re- 


sponsibility for maintaining the, 
prescribed level of the lake, 
which it has delegated to the 
Town of Royalton, 


Residents who appeared in 


support of raising the lake's 


level at the April bearing main- 
tained: 


— Since the conservation de- 


partment has been managing 
the level of the lake (1958) there 
has been deterioralion. 


— Lower levels result in the 


accumulation of silt, weeds, 
rotting vegetation, reduction of 
the duck population and succes- 
sive winter kills of fish. 


— The lake is unsuitable for 


boating, water skiing or swim- 
ming. 


— More of the residents these 


days are interested in water 
sports, rather than fishing or 
duck hunting. 


— The low water levels have 


put owners1 docks 10 to 16 feet 
back from the water's edge. 


On the other hand, those who 


oppose the high level, contend- 
ed: 


— K would not give residents 


any more water. 


— It would not solve the 


problems which the 10-foot silt 
bottom of the lake creates. 


— Removing this silt could 


solve the problems facing ail 
residents. 


— The higher level would 


flood valuable farm land as well 
as lake homes on some shores. 


— The lower duck population 


is affected by other factors, not 
by the White Lake water level. 


— The dam was not permit- 


ting fish to come into the lake 
from the Littk Wolf River ani 
some of the lake water was 
being dissipated through a leak 
in the dike at the rate of 10 
gallons per minute. 


Meanwhile, the only comment 


residents involved hi the contro- 
versy, which has been going on 
for a decade or more, would 
make were that "the derision is 
coming a lot earlier than et- 
pected" and "whichever way it 
goes, there are going to be a lot 
of unhappy property owners 
here." 
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U. S. Intervention in the Middle East 


. The apparent invasion of Jordanian 
borders by Syrian troops on the side of 
the rebellious Palestinian commando 
units adds further concern of the 
possibility of direct United States in- 
tervention. 


The American government has sent 


strong notes to the governments in- 
volved, including the Soviet Union, to 
halt the invasion but so far the fighting 
goes on. Clearly we are concerned by our 
desire to see maintained the moderate 
government of King Hussein, even under 
his new military controlled regime. 
Under Hussein, Jordan had agreed to a 
cease-fire with Israel and was interested 
and even anxious for a settlement of the 
Middle Eastern conflict. In the last few 
years Hussein and his major advisors 
had tried to find a way out of hostilities 
with a withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
conquered territories combined with an 
acceptance of the right of Israel to exist. 
But the guerrilla units got out of hand 
and continued to force concessions from 
the Jordanian government. When the 
cease-fire was announced, the com- 
mandos declared absolute opposition to 
it or to any agreement with Israel which 
would not at the least mean the creation 
of a joint Israel-Arab state, something 
unacceptable to Israel. 


There have also been the charges, 


fairly well confirmed by aerial recon- 
naisance, that Soviet missiles were 
Amoved into neutral territory after the 
^cease-fire took effect, a blatant violation 
of the terms. Israeli leaders claim that 
the major responsibility is that of the 
Russians. This alone should cause the 
United States to hesitate to send in 
troops. 


The situation has been likened to the 


1950's when the then President 
Eisenhower sent American troops to 
Lebanon to save that country's govern- 
ment from Egyptian-based guerrilla 
units. But the Russians are not the 
Egyptians, at that time comparatively 
'No Place to Go' 


"We have no place to go, nothing to 


do." This statement has been repeated 
many times by young people in the Fox 
Valley, and other communities. Both 
parents and city officials have heard the 
complaint, given as a reason for 
loitering on street corners, in 
restaurants, ice cream parlors or teen 
hang-outs. But rather than the com- 
plaint, how about an answer? Where do 
you want to go, what do you want to do? 


Recently the Kaukauna Youth 


Center, after 25 years of operation, was 
forced to close its doors due to lack of 
interest and . participation by young 
people. Similarly, youth coffee shops in 
various communities closed after only 
brief success. 


So the question is, what kind of youth 


center do you really want? 
„ Before you answer, how much are 
you yourself willing to contribute, 


weak—and without nuclear power. Nor 
can the events in the Middle East be 
compared to that in the Dominican 
Republic when President Johnson sent 
American Marines, ostensibly to protect 
the lives of Americans during the civil 
war but more likely to keep in power a 
non-Communist regime. 


If American lives are in danger in 


Jordan, the possibility of American 
troops sent to protect them and bring 
them out can be accepted. But the risks 
must be carefully considered. We have 
never sent troops into mainland China to 
rescue captured Americans, to North 
Korea to bring home the crew of the 
Pueblo or even into North Vietnam with 
whom we are actually at war, if an 
undeclared one. Would an American 
intervention serve to endanger the lives 
of Americans in Jordan? Would our open 
conflict with the commando units or 
Syrian troops mean that the Soviet 
Union could not back out and would have 
to come to their defense? Or would such 
a show of force mean a retreat on the 
other side and a determination in the 
Soviet Union to negotiate in honesty 
toward a settlement of the whole 
problem? And even if -that happened, 
could the guerrillas be controlled? 


There are also the questions about 


what would happen if Hussein's 
government falls. The Arab regimes 
have shown little liking for real 
cooperation with each other. They have 
too many jealous leaders and the highly 
touted United Arab Republic of Egypt 
and Syria fell apart within a few short 
months although Nasser likes to keep the 
name. And we must also consider the 
fact that we are still fighting a war in 
Asia. 


It may be that increased military aid 


to Israel is the real answer, at least for 
the present, along with a clear com- 
mitment to the defense of that country 
in case of real attack by whatever 
governments control the Arab countries. 


through time and energy, to the success 
of the venture? Are you willing to work 
to get what you want, willing to assume 
the responsibility for policing activities?

The adults of the area stand willing to 
help, but only if you yourself know what 
you want and where you want to go. 


Taxing Students for Anarchy 


The seemingly sober proposal of the 


dean of the University of Wisconsin Law 
School to tax all students at the state 
universities to provide a fund to pay 
indemnities for terroristic campus 
destruction nagged for a fortnight. 


Perhaps it was because it dredged up 


out of nearly forgotten literature 
readings a long time ago the celebrated 
satire *of a classical English writer—a 
clergyman by profession, no less—who 
tormented his countrymen with a 
"misanthropic proposition that the 
starvation of a subject people could be 
resolved by providing them with a diet 
consisting of their own progeny. 


Dean Spencer Kimball, acting im- 


pulsively, we hope, in the wake of the 
revulsion that captured the state after 
fiie notorious bombing of Sterling Hall at 
the University in Madison several weeks 
ago, produced a formal proposal to tax 
all students at the rate of $100 per 
semester above their normal fees and 
tuition bills, the receipts to be deposited 
into a fire and casualty insurance 
reserve. If a campus survived a 
semester without a loss in property due 
to a violent demonstration, or a tossing 


of a "Molotov cocktail," or a bombing, 
all except $10 would be returned to each 
student. In the event of a loss of any 
kind, the whole of the $100 assessment 
would be forfeited, as far as we are able 
to understand the proposition. 


Dean Kimball was described in the 


dispatches reporting his peculiar 
prescription as an expert in insurance 
law. We do not 
question his 


qualifications in that field. But in the 
elementary prerequisite of common- 
sense, which we suppose has not 
altogether fled the academic precincts 
where he is employed, he is entitled to a 
very low grade, indeed. 


We find ourselves wondering why he 


has been so selective in his proposal for 
novel taxation of the innocent for the 
offenses of the guilty. The faculty of 
which he is one of the ranking luminaries 
has always prized its rights with respect 
to participation—often extending vir- 
tually to control of the operation of the 
University. Would Dr. Kimball and his 
colleagues care to share in this ex- 
traordinary levy? 


We suggest the rhetorical query 


only to illustrate the absurdity of the 
proposal.

Sabotaged Peace Move 


But those events invited two 


sets 
of 
dangerous 


calculations. The Palestinian 
commandos saw the makings 
of a settlement that would 
mean a sellout of their efforts 
to establish a state of their 
own. They undertook the 
skyjackings of Labor Day 
weekend in order to sabotage 
the peace moves. 


The skyjackings posed a 


direct challenge to the 
authority of King Hussein in 
Jordan. The result was the 
confrontation between the 
Jordanian armed forces and 
the Palestine commandos. 
Even that confrontation would 
almost certainly have ended 
happily for the king except for 
the 
other 
dangerous 


calculation. 


The Russians have been 


trying to regain credit with the 
Arabs ever since they let them 
down so badly in the six-day 
war. For years the best they 
could do was resupply their 
Arab clients with arms. But 
the American peace initiative 
implied that this country 
would press Israel 
to 


relinquish the lands seized 
during the 1967 conflict 


The Russians saw there a 


chance to make it seem to the 
Arabs that the withdrawal 
was occasioned by Soviet 
military pressure on Israel 
and the United States. Ac- 
cordingly, the Russians ac- 
companied every step of the 
peace initiative with a visible 
increase of the military build- 
up. The engagement of bee- 
pilots, the advance of their 
missiles, 
the deliberate 


violation of the cease-fire 


were all designed to give the 
Arabs the illusion that if peace 
came it was thanks to Soviet 
muscle on their behalf. In the 
end, this growing sense of 
Russian strength caused the 
chief Soviet clients in the area, 
the Syrians, to intervene 
against King Hussein in 
Jordan. 


This awful process could 


have been cut short long ago 
by an unmistakable sign from 
Washington to Moscow. But 
for months the Nixon ad- 
ministration has been at sixes 
and sevens about the Near 
East with no one short of the 
President himself able to 
formulate a unified policy. 


Henry 
Kissinger, 
the 


President's special assistant 
for national security affairs, 
has the formal responsibility 
for coordination. He has felt 
keenly the need for arresting 
the Soviet build-up. Hence the 
use of the word "expel" in the 
background briefing of June 
30. But as a Jew with known 
sympathies for Israel, he has 
been afraid to assert himself 
strongly. 


Wanted To Make Mark 


The State Department also 


has 
some 
coordination 


responsibilities in foreign 
policy. But the managerial 
capacity of the department 
has gone way down since 
former Under Secretary Elliot 
Richardson became Secretary 
of Health, Education, and 
Welfare. Secretary William 
Rogers and not a few of his 
aides have been hooked on the 
idea of making their mark as 
peacemakers in the Near 
East. There was visible 
pleasure at State when 
Kissinger's use of the word 
"expel" gave the department 
the chance to claim that he 
was "undermining" their 
peace efforts. 


Finally, 
the 
Defense 


Department is supposed to 
stay in touch through the 
Bureau 
of 
International 


Security 
Affairs. 
But 


Secretary Melvin Laird has 
filled mat bureau with right- 
wing ideologists unable to 
sense sophisticated policy 
orientation. Perhaps the most 
damaging comment all along 
has been Mr. Laird's airy 
dismissal of the Soviet 
cheating on the cease-fire as 
something that could never be 
proved. 


The upshot is an awful mess. 


The lives of the Americans 
held hostage by the Palestine 
guerrillas are in danger. 
Jordan, a state directly 
backed by the United Slates, is

Only Half Played 


It is apt in the reminder that 


the team that is 18 points 
behind at the half is not 
exactly the favorite to win the 
ball game. Erickson knows 
that few observers, except 
perhaps his wife and children, 
believe that he is now the 
favorite to win the senatorial 
election 
game. 
Not- 


withstanding, and conversely, 
it is a reckless coach who 
assumes a game is won when 
it is only half played, and it is 
one of the classical rules of 
political competition to resist 
underestimation of the op- 
ponent. 


Sea Proxmire, whatever 


his other qualities, is the 
supreme classicist—in this 
regard at least Re leaves 
nothing to chance. He knows 
that he is regarded as an easy 
favorite. If any comparison is 
seriously attempted, the 
conclusion is likely to be that 
he is working more earnestly 
to retain his seat this year 
than in his two successful 
previous re-election bids. 


The politician who assumes 


that he cannot be beaten 
doesn't last long. Indeed, the 
shrewd politician who knows 
that he leads, puts on ad- 
ditional pressure to mount 
such a margin as will 
discourage challengers in the 
next round— even if that next 
round is six years distant. 


Proxmire's profession is his 


Senate seat He has no other, 
wants no other, and fully in- 
tends to pursue it for the rest 
of his years. 


Faces Imposing Challenge 
Viewed from that per- 


spective, the vigorous, at- 
tractive, 
appearingly 


amateurish John Erickson is a 
plucky fellow indeed. 
It 


requires 
some 
spiritual 


stamina to jump into a 
campaign for high state office 
as a first experience in 
politics, with all of the con- 
fidence and optimism that the 
first-time candidate tends to 
feel because he has talked 
only to his friends, and then 
get on the campaign trail and 
learn day after dreary day 
that almost everybody feels 
that only a miracle will help 
him. 


Erickson is a good man, the 


kind of man public life 
desperately needs. But he is 
matched with Proxmire's first 
and third terms and the 
transmutation of the standard 
liberal posture that there is no 
problem that cannot be solved 
through more government 
spending, to a stance against 
waste and profligacy. 


Not Many Listening 


Yet Erickson must have the 


uneasy f eeeling that not many 
people are listening. He may 
grieve privately that some of 
the forces from which a 
Republican candidate would 
automatically expect sup- 
port—in a struggle with a 
Democrat who gets a high 
score from Americans for 
Democratic Action—tend to 
be standoffish or actively 
committed to Proxmire. 


This reporter can illustrate.

performance of "Macbeth" 
given by a college group. The

generations 


Shakespeare wfll be read and 
enjoyed only by a handful of 
scholars and sensitive people 
who have somehow managed 
to resist the embalming 
process in the schools, with 
the rest merely paying lip 
service to his genius. 


The 
teaching 
of 


Shakespeare has become 
thoroughly devitalized and 
dehumanized — in mis most 
vital and most human of 
writers. He has become a dry 
and desiccated lesson in Style, 
in Plot, in Memorization, in 
Metaphor, in Construction — 
in short, in everything but 
Poetry, which is the sublimest 
expression of life's ex- 
periences. 


Shakespeare was poetic, but 


never prissy, which is what 
most teachers make him. He 
was gutty, bawdy, witty, 
irreverent, rebellious, in- 
decorously frank — as weD as 
deeply spiritual And the task 
of teachers is to make him 
come alive, not to botanize on 
his grave 


In this task, they have 


almost unanimously failed; 
and, as I have said before, I 
would rather not have 
Shakespeare taught at all than 
taught tbe ray be fa today by 
roost teachers in amft schools.

However, 
be warned, "More Americans 
are killed by members of the 
bee family than by snakes and 
spiders combined." 


Killion estimated that the hon- 


ey bee added at least $50 million 
to agriculture in Illinois 1969. 
He said they pollinate more 
than 50 kinds of food and farm 
crops. 


But for all the good he does, 


the bee is a member of the in- 
sect group hymenoptera (bees, 
wasps, hornets, ants) which 
caused 50 per cent ot 460 deaths 
from bites and stings observed 
in a 10-year study. An allergic 
reaction to insect venom can 
vary from minor itching to 
death. Symptoms may range 
From dizziness to headaches, ab- 
dominal cramps and extreme 
nausea, Killion said.

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Merging Autos Yield To Freeway Traffic

car? Recently, we were merg- 
ing into freeway traffic and a 
semi trailer wouldn't yield. We 
had to travel on the shoulder for 
some distance. 


A Nowhere in the statutes 


does it say that the vehicle 
coming onto the freeway from 
the ramp has the right of way. 
The truck in the right lane of 
the freeway was not required to 
move into the left lane to 
accommodate you, and indeed 
may have been unable to do so 
because of traffic in the left, or 
passing, lane. 


enter the freeway, but the law 
has been interpreted to mean 
that freeway traffic has the 
right of way at all times, and 
joining vehicles must defer to it. 
Vehicles approaching on the 
merging lanes must give ade- 
quate signal of their intentions, 
then change lanes onto the 
freeway as traffic permits. 


Q — Many cars in daily use 


have damaged, tilted or missing 
headlights. When they are driv- 
en at night they are dangerous 


to other traffic. What can be 
done to reduce or eliminate this 
hazard? 


A — The requirements for all 


lights on autos are spelled out 
in Chapter MVD 5 of the 
administrative code. Of these 
the most critical requirement is 
that of the headlight beam 
alignment. 


In the studies made in the 


Division of Motor Vehicles in- 
spection program, up to 75 per 
cent of all vehicles tested, new 
as well as old, had out-of- 
alignment headlamps. T h e y 


were refused inspection accept- 
ance stickers pending the cor- 
rection of this defect. 


The problem is acknowledged 


w the Division of Motor Vehi- 
cles and the obvious answer is 
increased vehicle inspection. A 
hoped-for goal is the inspection 
of each vehicle in use every 
year as a condition of licensing. 
This is now being done in some 
states. To date, there has not 
been such a program to receive 
approval by the legislature in 
Wisconsin, and the present pilot 
program of only 18 inspection 
teams to cover the entire state 
continues to reach only a small 
percentage of the total number 
of vehicles.

James R. Morgan says that the 
rejection by the Oneida Countj 
board means that no county o 
the', state will have the county 
assessor in existence by the 
time 1971 tax levies are made 
ami that the compromise volun- 
tary plan may never work. 


The rejection of the plan by a 


10-9 vote last week fell far short 
of ihe two-thirds majority need- 
ed ssd may have resulted al 
least in part from pressures 
professional appraisers in Onei- 
da;County, said Morgan. 


Tax Receipts 


Morgan,-vice chairman of the 


Tarr Task Force that drew the 
original plan gutted by the 1969 
Legislature, m a d e his com- 
ments w h i l e reviewing the 
growth of state tax receipts and 
the- expansion of the property 
tax base of the state. 


Pointing to the rejection by 


Oneida County, he said: 


"I will hazard a guess that 


there may never be a county 
that will adopt it with a two- 
thirds vote requirement in ef- 
fect," he said. 


The system 
was switched 


from a mandatory system to a 
voluntary plan, with the vote 
provision, by the state senate. 


Morgan said that in Oneida 


County, professional appraisers 
who do some of the tax asess- 
ing for towns in the county 
may have been the source of 
some of the political pressures 
that changed votes on the 
county board in the final week 
before the decisive vote. 


First Time 


"If the very first time they 


get some opposition, they buc- 
kle . . . this uniform county as- 
sessment plan won't come to 
pass," he said of county boards. 


Of 
supervisors in 
Oneida 


County, he added: 


"They felt that there was 


some dilution of political power 
and they may have wanted to 
protect the status quo." 


No amount of work by the 


state can insure that counties 
will enact such a voluntary 
plan, said Morgan. 


f*We as a state agency can 


pojnt to it, but if it's a 
voluntary effort it has to come 
from ftem. It may be that over 
a ;period of years we may find 
that a voluntary approach is not 
thfc way to do it and that we'll 
have to make it mandatory," he 
said. 


Morgan said that the estimat- 


ed full value of property in the 
state had grown almost 10.6 
percent last year to a 34.76 
billion dollar level, but that it 
w$s too early to tell if the full 
value rate will decrease. 


Marijuana Enthusiasts 


In U.S. Head for Jamaica

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) - 


The Ras Tafarians, an unusual 
religious cult, braid their hair, 
wear beards, and believe Em- 
peror Haile Selassie of Ethiopia 
is God. They also smoke mari- 
juana—lots of it 


That is why many Americans 


are now coming to this Carib- 
bean island, where Jamaican 
marijuana is cheap, plentiful 


and supposed to be of a much 
higher quality than that obtain- 
able in Mexico. 


The American Embassy is 


worried that Jamaica seems to 
be the new in-spot for marijua- 
na enthusiasts from the States. 


But if you plan to come here 


to buy some, the message from 
Jamaican and U.S. officials it 
plain and clear. 


Don't Do It! 


"Don't you dare do it!" warns 


a Jamaican government spokes- 
man. "You are going to spend 
18 months in jail, it's as simple 
as that." 


Thirteen American men, age 


21 to 45, are in Jamaican pris- 
ons for having marijuana- 
called "ganja" an the island. 
More than 30 persons have been 
arrested this year on marijuana 
charges. Some are awaiting 
court action, a few have been 
acquitted and others, lucky 


enough to get bail, have taken 
the first plane out of the country 
to evade court action. 


"We're 
terribly 
concerned 


about this," says Nancy Ostran- 
der, U.S. consul. "In 1969, there 
were only 20 persons charged 
with marijuana violations for 
the whole year. Only two were 
arrested in the first six months, 
the rest later. And before 1969, 
there wasn't any of this. 


Mandatory Sentence 


"I just don't think people in 


the States have any idea of the 
fact that they face a mandatory 
18-month sentence in prison 
whether they are caught with 
one gram or 300 pounds. That's 
only a minimum sentence. And 
our jails in the U.S. are luxury 
hotels compared to the ones in 


"There's not much we can do 


to help Americana once they are 
arrested. All we can do is see 
they get the same treatment as 
Jamaicans under (he law. We 
also supply a list of lawyers - 
we're not allowed to recom- 
mend one—and we tell the per- 
son: 'Pick one, hire him and 
good luck.'" 


Return to Ethiopia 


Marijuana was brought to Ja- 


maica long ago by the East In- 
dians who migrated here. The 
Ras 
Tafarians 
have 
been 


around for 30 years and total 
about 40,000. While awaiting 
their "return" to what they con- 
sider their true home, Ethiopia, 
and to their God, Emperor Se- 
lassie, whom they call by his 
precoronation name of Ras Taf- 
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ari, many spend much of their 
time getting high on marijuana. 


Jamaican officials claim they 


arrest island citizens as quickly 
as visitors if they are spotted 
with marijuana. But they ac- 
knowledge that with the Ras 
Tafarians puffing away all over 
Jamaica they have difficulties. 


Rent Hotels 


"We will never have enough 


police to look after all of them," 
says the government spokes- 
man. "And we would have to 
rent hotels to put them all up if 
they were taken in." 


The Jamaican government al- 


lows no interviews with prison- 
ers. But there have been reports 
that almost every American ar- 


rested has claimed to have been 
framed by marijuana sellers 
who also happened to be police 
informers. 


"I don't know anything about 


that," »ay« toe government 
spokesman. "But if someone 
from your country buys from 
someone who then goes and tells 
the police, well, that's his bad 
luck, isn't it? And it's 18 months 
in jail."

State Workers 
More Militant 


Aggressive Officers1 


Re-Election Warns 
Of Future Attitude

MADISON - Top state agen- 


cy officials have been warnec 
by a ranking state personnel 
officer to expect "a very mili- 
tant attitude" on the part of 
Wisconsin state employe union 
next year. 


Vern Knoll of the state bureau 


of personnel voiced the warning 
in the wake of the annua] 
convention last weekend of the 
Wisconsin State Employes Asso- 
ciation which rejected a mod- 
erate slate of officers in favor 
of militants and which de- 
manded an across-the-board $1 
an hour wage increase for its 
members next year. 


Knoll told the governor's op- 


erating cabinet that he expects 
the rising militancy to be con- 
tinued in coming months, as 
the state heads toward budget 
deliberations which contain the 
wage negotiations for all state 
workers. 


The WSEA has about 10,500 


members — roughly one third 
of the state's work force — on 
its rolls, and capped a weekend 
long convention Sunday with the 
reelection of its entire slate of 
officers. 


That election pivoted entirely 


on the issue of militancy and 
public employes strikes, outlaw- 
ed by state statute. 


The current slate of officers 


led the union as locals in the 
state Department of Health and 
Social Services, among the most 
militant in the WSEA, staged 
walkouts last summer in a 
working condition fight. 


The 36 year veteran executive 


secretary of the WSEA, Roy 
Kubista, and the top negotiator 
of the union, Thomas King, 
resigned recently in the battle 
over domination of day-to-day 
union activities by that slate of 
officers and the trend toward 
militancy. 


The balloting hinged entirely 


on moves to unseat the militant 
leadership and restore Kubista 
to his post. 


The current leadership was re- 


elected by about a two to one 
margin, and the approximately 
170 delegates at the annual 
convention went on to endorse a 
resolution calling for a wage 
hike of $1 an hour for state 
workers. 


That would total about $200 


million for the biennium, ac- 
cording to estimates. 


Knoll said that the union's 


membership is becoming static 
in growth but that the militancy 
is growing. 


He echoed calls by Gov. 


Knowles for efforts by top state 
department heads 
to instill 


"management orientation" in 
lower echelon administrators of 
state agencies. Too many pri- 
mary and secondary level ad- 
ministrators continue to think 
like union members rather than 
representatives of management, 
said Knoll. 


"I think you are going to 


continue to see a very militant 
attitude from bargaining units 
involved at the state level," he 
warned department heads.
